London, Juue 17.— Tho Parliamentary 
Secrotary of the Foreign offica, Sir Ed- 
ward Groy, replying to Mr. William P, 
Byles, representing tho Shlploy division of 
Yorkshire in tho Houeo of Commone, to- 
day said that in January laBb tho United 
Statee, by Hon. Thomas F, Bayard, had in- 
formed tho Secretary ot Stato for Foroign 
AffairB, tho Eur! of Kimborley, that tho 
U. S. government would gladly lend 
ita good offices to bring about a 
settlement by arbitration of tho disputo bo- 
twoon Great Britain and Venezuela respect- 
ing tho boundary of British Guiana. The 
position of Great Britain in tho mutter was 
explained to Mr. Bayard, who was informed 
that the British govornment waa willing to 
arbitrate within oartain limits, but that it 
would not agree to the more extensivo refer- 
ence upon which Venezuela inaistod. 

Viscount Hampden has been appointed 
governor of New South Wales. Viscount 
Hampden has been a member ot parliament 
at different times since 1866, his last ap- 
pearance in parliament being In 1885-6, 
when ho represented tho Stroud division of 
Gloucestershire. He has also been captain 
of tho Coldstream Guards and Surveyor-Gen- 
oral of Ordnonco in 1883 4. 

Justin McCarthy, Parnellite, in tho 
House of Commons thiB evening warmly 
protested against the government offering 
an insult to Ireland by proposing to erect a 
monument to Olivor Cromwell. He moved 
a reduction of tho vote to £f>00. The motion 
was carried liy a vote of 220 yeuB to 8,'i 
naya. Mr. John Morley, chief sooretary for 
Ireland, thereupon withdrew tho proposal 
for tho monument. 

A Paris dispatch to tho Times announces 
that the Academy of ScionceB haa oleoted 
ProfoBsor Simon Nowoomb, of WaBhington, 
Ita foreign aasooiate in place of the lato Pro- 
feasor Helmholtz. 

Colonel Capollo, with a force of volunteers 
and civil guards amounting to 170 meD, haa 
engagod the insurgonta near Jamaica, Dia- 
triot of Guantanamo. Tho insurgents wero 
commandod by Periquito, Perez and Joee 
Maooo, and numbered 500 men. The Span- 
ish foroos captured the insurgent camp, a 
quantity of arms and ammunition and 32 
horses. Tho insurgents lost four killed, 
among whom was tho insurgent captain 
Castillo. They also had seven wounded. 
On the side of tho troopB only ona 
soldier was killed and three wounded. 
Marino General Dolgado Peroja has arrived 
horo from Spain and haa assumed command 
of tho naval forces, in view of tho poaoe- 
ful attitude of the province of Puerto 
Prinolpo, tho Captain General has given up 
tho idea of nroolaiming martial law thero. 

The Portuguese chamber of doputios waB 
destroyed by fire this afternoon. FlarneB 
broke out on tho roof at 1 o'clock, tho fire 
being caused by a plumber who had been at 
work there. The man loft his work for some 
time and neglected to oxtinguish his brazier 
before so doing. During his absence the 
brazier, it is presumed, was overturned and 
the firo broke out. The Barnes were under 
control bofore the fire was able to spruad to 
tho chamber of peers, but the chamber of 
doputios and archives wero destroyed. Four 
persons wero injured. 

A apodal judgo has boen ordered by tho 
government to proceed to Alfonzo, province 
of MatanzuB, in order to commence proceed- 
ings against tho parties who havo circulated 
falso reports of an insurgent outbreak in 
that province 

The Russian and Fronch squadrons which 
aro to take part in tho coromoniea attendant 
upon tho opening of tho Baltic and North 
sea canal arrived ut Kiel together to day 
and exchanged cluers with tho Gorman 
guurduhip. Tho Italian equadron arrived 
Bomo time later. 



SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Mr. Charlton's BUI Before the Presbyterian 
General Assembly— The Keeling 
of the Members. 

London, Juno 17. — (Special) — At the 
Presbyterian gonerul assembly tho Sabbath 
obaorvunco question camo up on Saturday 
through a report presonted by Dr. Arm- 
strong of Ottawa. Mr. Charlton, M. P, , in 
moving tho adoption of tho report as a 
whole, expluined to tho court tho progress 
of tho Lord's Day bill in parliament. A 
number of speakers on the subj icfc voiced 
the feeling that a critical period ib at hand 
in tho matter of tho sacrednces of ono day in 
tho wook for other than eocular employ- 
ments, and urgod tho church at largo to be 
proparod for taking ita part in thinga that 
are coming. 

TEMPERANCE WOMEN. 

Opening of the Nineteenth Annual Conven- 
tion of the World's W. C. T. U.- 
Lady Somerset's Address. 

London, Juno 17. — Tho nineteenth an- 
nual meeting of tho British Womon's Tom- 
peranco Association opened in tho Quoo.-.'b 
hall this morning. Tho principal foaturo of 
tho sossion was tho annual addrosB of tho 
president, Lady Honry Somersob. She r.ald 
in tho coureo of hor addreaa : Tho temper- 
unco question waa never so vigorously alivo 
in our oountry aa to-day. No other 
groat nation over aaw a dlreot vote bill 
included in tho platform of a party, 
twice recommonded from tho throno and 
championed by tho leader of tho Houso 
of Commons. Tho strength of public Bonti- 
mont ia indicated by thooo faotB, and marks 
England bb a leader of national eentiment 
and purposed legislation among tho nations 
of tho earth. Novor before havo bo many 
women congregated representing an organi- 
zation so largo and thoroughly equipped and 
with plana so far roaching for tho good of 
hearts and homos of ovory nation. To ub 
English it is a homoJiko facb that many of 
these delegates havo como from Canada : 
from Toronto, the boat governed oity on 
tho American continent, and from stately 
Montreal, from pioturosque Quobeo and 
from staid Halifax, from British Columbia 
on the Pacific Coast and from Ottawa, where 



the CountesB of Aberdeen works bo wisely 
in building up the Womon's Council." 

Miss Willard says that this convention 
will give no uncertain sound on tho Armeni- 
an question, or in relation to the " barbarous 
lynohings by which brutal white mon wreak 
their vengeance on brutal black men, setting 
asido the olvilizod and ChrisMan methods to 
which all men are entitlod, namely, tho 
verdiot of law meted out by judges and 
juries." 



TROUBLE IN ROUMANIA. 

Tnrkish Police anil tho Natives Flghtlne- 
Outrsgo by Albanian Utiudlts. 

Sofia, June 17. — AdvicoB from Kroo- 
ahowa tell of two startling ocourronoes 
which may be followed by sorious trouble. 
According to all accounts a Turkish polico- 
man killed a young woman on tho evoning 
of hor marriago to a young Roumanian. 
Tho Turkish policeman and ono of IiIb 
oomrades wero killed shortly after the 
death of tho girl by hor two brothers. 
AttemptB wero made to aupturo thorn, but 
they sought refugo in a house, which was 
finally surrounded by the Turkish police, 
upon whom tho brothers opened firo and 
during tho affray killed two more, but thoy 
themselves wore killed. The oommander 
of the Turkish troops was obliged to eend 
for reinforcements. Tho Becond atory ia 
even more startling than tho first. Accord- 
ing to advicoB from the Roumanian village 
of Waltsohe, in the same district, that 
place was recently invadod during lha ab- 
sence of tho malo population by a band of 
Albanian bandits. Tho women, however, 
made a dotormined resistance. Tho brigands 
during the fight killed nine of the women, 
burned tho village to the ground, and drove 
the cattle to thoir strongholds. 



LOAN BILL "WORTHLESS- 

Newfoundland's Financial Legislation Dis- 
covered to Bo Altoeother Defective. 

St. Johns, Nild., June 17.— Tho loan bill, 
authorizing tho financial arrangements made 
by ^Colonial Soorotary Bond, which pasBod 
the legislature on Friday and rooeived the 
Royal assent on Saturday, is now believed 
to be worthloBB, Mr. Morine, tho opposi- 
tion leader, raised the point to-day that the 
bill gave no authority to anybody 
to sign bonds nor define tho 
form in which the bonds could 
bo issued, Ho further showed that suoh 
provisions are always mado in a measure for 
loans. Tho government attomptod no ex- 
planation, being apparently dumbfounded 
by the error. The bill is now law and oan- 
not be recalled, bo that the only way out of 
tho difficulty in the opinion of lawyers is to 
prorogue tho session and immediately call 
another and pass a new bill. The govern- 
ment's answer is expected on Wednosday.

A trap waa 
laid for hia detection, wilh the result that 
ho was caught with a registered letter in his 
possession.

An Old Man and His Wife Expire in Violent 
Pain After Taking Electric Oil. 

Toronto, Juno 17 — (Special)— Last night 
Robert Hamilton, an old umbrella mender, 
and his wife wore found lyiDg by the road- 
sido near Borno park, a Bummer resort. The 
old man told a phyaician that thoy hod beon 
tuken ill and a woman at a country roadside 
grocery had givon him a bottlo of electric 
oil. After drinking they were takon much 
worso and woro soizsd with violent puins. 
Tho old man died in tho doctor's arms bb 
Boon ub ho had told hia story, and ten min 
utoB lator the woman, who woro molo uttlro, 
oxpirod without having rogainod conscious- 
ness sufficiently to tell her story.

ATTEMPTED MURDER. 

Arrest of Farr. Accused of Trying to Kill HiB 
Wife and Burn Up His 
Premises. 

VANCOUVER, June 17.— William Farr wae 
arrested horo at 2 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing on board the Warrlmoo by Sergeant 
Haywood. About two montbH ago Farr, 
who was a locomotive engineor, resident) at 
Winnipeg, iB alleged to havo attemptod to 
sot firo to his house and burn alivo his wifo 
and children. Ib seema that be for ycara 
lived a double life, having a wife and family 
in ono part of Winnipeg and at the same 
time being engaged in marriage to a young 
lady residing in another quarter of tho city. 
As tho dato of his wedding approached, it 
is charged thab ho concooted a plob to dc- 
Btroy hia wifo and family by burning the 
house whilo thoy Blept. The firo was ex- 
tinguished, and a Btrong case against Farr 
developing he was arroatod. Whilo hold 
for trial he managed to make his oscape by 
prying a bar from the guarded window of 
tho room in which he was oonfined, descend- 
ing by a rope to the ground. Since that 
time Farr haa succeeded in evading the po- 
lice, who have been hob in pursuit. He has 
been hiding for two weeks between Hustings 
and Vanoouver. 

Winnipeg, June 17. — The arrest at Van- 
couver of Farr, the C.P.R. engineer, who Is 
wanted for arson and attempted murder of 
his wifo and family here was the sensation 
of to-day, and the eagerness with which all 
tho details of tho mysterious and perplexing 
caae were again dlBCUBBod, demonstrated how 
great Is the public interest in the matter. 
Ib was more than a nino days' wonder, for 
though it Ib two monbhe since the engineer 
made his escape from the police station, tho 
particulars of bis alloged crime, arrest and 
escape, seemed to be as fresh in the public 
mind this morning as wnen the aon- 
sational events transpired. MIbs Robineon, 
tho young woman who is so unfor- 
tunately mixed up in the ease, 
declined to say anything regarding the 
arrest. Sho has been warned not to talk, 
Farr is expected here on Thuraday. Pro- 
vincial Chief of Police Elliott left here yes- 
terday to meet Sergeant Heywood who Ib 
accompanying tho prisoner to Winnipeg,

VANCOUVER, June 17. — The lloenBe com 
mieaioners granted 53 licenses to-day and 14 
wore laid over. 

Acceptances for tho 1st July celebration 
have been received from Col. Rawatoruo and 
Lieutenant Governor Dowdney. 

Tho oxeoutivo committoo of tho Ratepay 
ore' Association have strongly endorsed Aid 
Gallagher's action in tho police investigation 
and recomniond an Inquiry into tho conduce 
of the city solioitor and other prominoni 
efficiala with a viow to dismissing thorn 
They consuro the mayor for hia apparently 
hostilo attitudo towardB tho investigation. 

NANAl.HO. 

NANAIMO, Juno 17. — A change has taken 
place in tho pastorate of St. Peter's (R.C ) 
church in this city. Rev. Father Sobry has 
boen transferred to Cowiohan to engage in 
missionary work among tho Indiana, hii 
place being filled by Rev. Father Vorboke 
formerly of Alberni. Rev. Father Sobry'a 
departure aftor six years of faithful labor in 
this city ia greatly regretted. 

Tho Knights of Pythias oommomoratod 
their anniversary yesterday by decorating 
tho graves of departed brothren. Tho turn 
out was very large and the. decoration was 
carried out on a magnificent scale. 

Thoro is an entiro absence of shipping and 
it is reported that tho N. V. C. Co. intend 
to work tho machine ehop on half timo until 
buaineBa improves. 

The Toxada Gold and Silver Mining Com- 
pany havo bonded three of their claims to a 
syndicate for $24,000. A third of this sum 
is to bo paid down before any operations aro 
begun. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Trib" o.> 
The Canadian Pacific has, it is said, with- 
drawn its objection to tho British Columbia 
Southern building a road through Crow'e 
Nest Pass, and one of the directors of the 
latter company is now in New York nego- 
tiating with a syndicate to build tho road. 
The British Columbia Southern has already 
been voted the Dominion Bubsidy of §3.200 
a mile for 32 miles, and it ia not improbable 
that the road will get the subsidy for its en- 
tiro length. The charter calls for a road 
from tho eastern boundary of British Colum- 
bia to a suitable terminus on Burrj.rd Inlet, 
to be built in three sections. Tho eastern 
section ends at Kootenay river, in East 
Kootonay ; the centre auction at a point on 
Kootenay lake, probably at Pilot Bay ; the 
western seotion, at any point on Burrard In- 
let. The eastern seotion must be construct- 
ed and equipped by Dacember 31, 1S9G ; the 
centre Becion by Decembor 31, 1897, and 
the western section by Decomber 31, 1898. 
Connection will be made at tho eastern ond 
with an extension of tho Lethbridge branch 
of the Canadian Paclfio, which is already 
graded for about fifty miles west of Macleod. 
At Nelson connection will be made with tho 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard, Spokane being ono 
of the objective points of the company. 

BEVKLSTOKK. 

(From tho Kootenay Mall.) 

The Lytton brought up 60 tons of bullion 
Thursday ovoning from tho Pilot Bay smel- 
ter, which went oast immediately. 

Dan. C. McGlllivray was the successful 
tenderer, at §55 per thousand, for 5,000 feet 
of whip-sawed lumber to the McCulloeh 
Creek Tunnel Co. 

Eight oars of " Hondryx " or Pilot Bay 
bullion went oust on Monday, bound to Au- 
rora, 111., GO tons of it being in tho Lytton'B 
cargo, and 100 tons in tho Kootenai's. 

At Big Bend a steamboab is requirod to 
run to Death Rapida, ubout 45 miles north of 
Revelstoko, a tramway around Death R» 
plds, and another steamer to run from there 
to Canoe river, a distance of 00 odd milos 
further. Nob only would this facilitate the 
opening up of the quartz and plauer minos, 
but it would open up the big bottom lands 
on Canoe rivor to settlement. There are at 
least 200,000 acres of land in the Big Bend 
jit for agricultural purposes. 

GOLDEN "CABIBOO. 

The Precious Metals of British Columbia 
Receiving Attention In the East. 

Following is an interview with W. F. 
Sargent, secretary of tho Slough Creek 
Mining Co., now in MonLroal on a businesa 
trip. It appeared in the Gazette of the 10th 
iustant : 

Yosterduy ufternoon a roprosontativo of 
the Gazstto met Mr. \V. F. Sargont, one of 
tho officers of tho Slough Crook MiniDg 
Company, located in tho Cariboo district, 
British Columbia, and that gentleman ex- 
pressed hiniBelf us more than pleased in 
roading Sir Donald Smith's roinarks at tho 
Bank of Montreal mooting rogarding tho 
necessity of an early development of tho 
mining reaoureoa of tho Pacific province. 

" That diatriot ia again being called 
' Golden Cariboo,' " began tho gentloman 
from tho West, " uud it will in a vory short 
timo repoat its splendid rucord of bwonty 
years ago." 

What in tho causo of the falling off in tho 
gold product of the Cariboo '.' aakod tho re- 
portor. 

"1 will toll you. From tho early sixties 
down to 1871 some §00,000,000 had been 
taken out, hut tho miners hud begun at tho 
head of the gulches and workod down until 
the valleya beoamo too wide and doop to 
permit of being handled by the old fashioned 
and primitivo mining mothoda then in 
voguo. No ono, however, al all acquainted 
with tho country huB over diaputod tho fact 
that tho Cariboo in just as rich as ovor it 
was, when improved mining machinery is 
employed." 

Mr. Sargont then" went on to quote ono of 
tho loading hydraulic experts on tho coast 
rogarding tho productive qualities of tho 
district. Mr. John B. Ilobaon reportod to 
Sir Wm. Van Homo in 1893 that hn had 
soon throo tlmoa as much gold gravel in Yalo, 
Lillooot and Cariboo as thero existed in tho 
entire state of California. 

"And how much ia thoro in California 

" Tho California gruvol are oatimated olli- 
cially at 2,108,000,000 cubic yards, and thoir 
tonuro of gold ia placed ut §500,000,000, so 
this will give you an idea of what ia in storo 
for this section of British Columbia." 

" What caused tho revival in Cariboo?" 

" Tho cortain knowledge that thoro was 
gold in abundanco thero und tho creation of 
the necosaary applianooa for the working, 
Threo yoarsago tho govorumout of tho pro- 
vince mado a grant of land to the Slough 
Mining Company and this grant embraood 
the ontiro width of the Slough crook val- 



ley. Tbia company was tho first to uso the 
hydraulio jetting maohlno, and the results 
being eminently satisfactory, others fol 
lowed suit. Tho prominent companies now 
ah work in the Cariboo besides our own are : 
The Horse Fly, the Cariboo, the Victoria 
Elevator Company, tho Qaesnolle Rivor Hy- 
draulic Company, tho Willow River Gold 
Mining Company, the Montreal ond British 
Columbia Mining and Development Com- 
pany, besides soveral amaller syndicates and 
individual minora." 

" How many men are engaged in the 
minos?" 

*' About a thousand, and the capital runs 
into the millions. The fact of tho matter 
is," added Air. Sargent, " tho people of 
Eastern Canada and especially those of 
Montreal, the money centro of tho Domln 
ion, have littlo or no conception of the coun- 
try's vasb richness and what returns oan bo 
got providing oaution and prudence be 
maintained. The work bo fur has been can 
fined to tho development stage, but the 
HorBillyand Cariboo people will have a 
washup about tho last of the month, and I 
need not tell you that they expeob good ro- 
suits. Tharo ia more Montreal capital in- 
vested in the two last companies than in 
any othors, and it is only natural that your 
readora will bo intorebted. " 

" Havo tho Chinese beoomo good minors J" 

" They have, indeed, and, in fact, tho 
Celestials havo never lefb tho Cariboo in all 
those years, and boing hard workers and 
thrifty thoy havo done well all alcng. We 
hive probably 300 Chinamen working along 
the sides of our claims, und u company com- 
posed of threo or four of them took up a 
piece of ground and took out §1,000 in the 
short Bpaco of two weeks." 

" How do you roaoh those Cariboo mining 
camps '! " 

"Wo got thoro from Aahoroft, a station 
on tho Canadian Pacific, 200 miles east of 
Vancouvor. Tho British Columbia ExpreaB 
Company runs a Btago once a week to 
Barkorvlllo, the chief town of the district, a 
distance of 275 miles, the trip boing made in 
day time over a good road. Tho whole 
country hopes, however, that the Canadian 
Pacific will bo induced in tho near future to 
construct a branch road, and a leading con- 
tractor assures mo thab tho cost will not ho 
at all excessive. At presonb it costs these 
companlos nob less than §100 to §120 per ton 
to geb thoir supplies and machinery from 
ABhoroft to the Beat of operation. If wo had 
a railway I haveovery reason to believe that 
quartz development would take place, but at 
present it is almost out of tho question to 
gob in such hoavy and costly machinery as 
would bo required. 

Speaking of tho progress of tho country, 
Mr. Sargent Buid that the freight receipts 
at ABhcroft from tho 1st of January to the 
end cf April, the present soason, had beon 
in excosB of those for the whole of 1S94 
Tho largest amount of machinery now on 
the road is that of tho Whittier concosaion, 
or the Viotoria Hydraulio Elovator Co, 
Mr. Whittier has succeeded in securing 
capital in England to the extenb of £100,- 
000, and his machinery, amounting to 
6-10,000 pouudB, is now being sent from 
Birmingham to Vancouvor in a Bteamor. 

Mr. Sargent Btates that the British Col- 
umbia Premier, who has always had faith 
in his provinco, Is now doing good work in 
England, and he believes thab tho timo is 
near at hand when the British capitalists 
will seek investment in British Columbia 
quite as readily aa in South Africa and 
Australia. Tho British Columbia govern- 
ment Is likowiso awako to tho importance of 
proteoting the investor, and a mining 
buroau ia being established, where all Infor- 
mation relative to every mlno and district in 
the provinae will be obtainable, thus pre- 
venting the successful booming of worthless 
mloea or mines that only exist on paper. 

in an intorvlew with Sir William Van 
Home on tho orop outlook, wbiob. appears 
in the samo issue of tho Gazette, the C P.R. 
President had the following to say about 
tho B. C mines : 

"Sir William had also heard of tho gold 
mining boom in British Columbia. He said 
that he bellovod a few wooks would bring 
tho bosb possible nows from the far-famed 
Cariboo district, whero such extensive re- 
sulrs had boen obtained twenty years ago, 
and whore gold in millions still remained, 
and only required tho improved mining 
facilities that wero now obtainable. Tho 
rich silver mines of tho Kootenay wero also 
alluded to by the Canadian Pooific'a Presi- 
dent, who believes British Columbia is on 
tho eve of a development hitherto unknown 
on tho Pacific coast."

SCHOOL TRUSTEE CAUCUSING. 

To Tim Editor : -In Sunday's Colonist 
there is a roport (how obtained it would bo 
interesting to know) of tho secret session 
held at tho close of tho last public meeting 
of tho Board of School Trustees, whou the 
alarming discovery was mado that certain 
memborB of tho board— namely, Trustees 
Marchant, Glover and Lewis — had boon 
holding caucuses for tho purpose of effecting 
Bomo very radical changoa in the teaching 
staffs of our schools. It is described as a 
hole-inthe-cornor-darklantorn method of 
doing business. Now, sir, since some por- 
bou or porBoiiB who wero at tho above men- 
tioned secrot seaBion muBt have given this 
information to tho roportor, I take this 
means of placing tho facts of tho easo truth- 
fully bofore tho public. 

For a long time there has been a very evi- 
dent feeling of uarest and dissatisfaction in 
Victoria West with tho manner in which 
the school is conducted, and at almost every 
meeting ot tho board during the preBent 
term thoro havo been requests fmm parontB 
to bo allowed to send their children to some 
other school. In viow of all this Trustee 
LowiB at tho regular mooting (I think in 
April) gave notico that ho would at tho next 
regular mooting of tho board move 
that certain changes bo mado in tho 
toaching staffs of our sevoral aohools. 
At the mooting in May Truetoo Lowis was 
not preparod and askod for an extonsion of 
timo, whioh was granted. Being prepared 
at our last mooting (hold Juno 12), he moved 
in accordance with provious notice, and at 
tho samo timo submittod a Hbd of proposed 
changes which ho hud carefully prepared, 
and hoped it would moot tho wishes of tha 
board. Now, sir, I ask was thoro anything 
wrong about thla ? WaB he not carrying 
out exactly what ho had given notices of, 
and as thero was no hard and fast line at- 
taohod to tho proposod changes, it was 
opon to amondmont and could havo boon 
dealt with at that timo. But, instead of 
this, cortain members of tho board beaamo 
alarmod, becauao aomo cf tho proposed 
changoa affected some of thoir " particular 
frionda and chums," and did not accord with 
thoir vieWB, and at onoo doolarod that thoro 
had boon a hole-in-tho-corner oauoue, into 
which bhoy had cot been taken ; thorofore, 
in thoir righteous indignation, they declared 
that they would have none of it. It id won- 
derful how spotleaaly clean our hands and

It 
has been demonstrated to tho entire satis- 
fiction of every intelligent mining man thai 
a low grade rock, micod at low aost and 
treated with tho procoeses of the present 
day, is much more profitable than a higher 
grade rock minod at great cost. Of courBO 
the kickerB, tho old-time docp level miners, 
havo doubts of this, tut still tho tiu'h re- 
mains tho same. 

Af;ica has done much to demonatrye the 
p actio ibility of working low grade q isrtz. 
The McArthur and Cyanide processes have 
made posaiblo tho working of extromoly low 
grade rook at a profit. In tho working of 
low grade propositions the chances of 
fiilure are reduaed to a minimum, tho dis- 
tribution of gold being aB a rule extremely 
even, not running to pockets and chimneys 
aB in Bmall lodoa. Thoro ia a great Blmilarity 
between the rock in the Troadwell, Cariboo, 
Big Bond and Vila districts. The forma- 
tion of tho latter ia perfect ; the alato and 
granite running in perfeot contact for miles 
unbroken. We ahall soe nob a few develop- 
mente made this year, and in 189G I say that 
British Columbia will bo to the gold produc 
ing world what South Africa baa been in 
1893 and 1894, and when the tide 1b turned 
in this direction, and it is turning even now, 
then will we realize the inexhaustible 
mineral wealth of British Columbia. In tho 
Yale district do wo find our first Bigns of 
development. Lewis Stenger haa three 
claims on Siwaah croek that aro beyond 
doubt far ahead of tho far-famed Treadwell 
of Alaska ; the property la under 30 day 
bond to a London syndicate for $150,000. 
The ayndicato proposes to build a stamp 
mill of 150 stamps and will employ a large 
force of men. Thero are also representatives 
of several Eastern and EngliBh syndicates on 
tho ground with tho Intontion of making de- 
velopments. It looka very much as if Yale 
was goiDg to soo a revival of the dayB of tho 
fifties. 

Some years ago a Mr. Tilden, of Colorado, 
In tho omploy of Vancouver people, reported 
on formations in tho Yale distriot. Now, In 
all fairneBa to Mr. Tilden, I will aay that 
quite likely hla stenographer, while compil- 
ing his reports, made a miBtake, as ho pro- 
nounooa it a pc rphyry formation. Now, of 
course, he did not moan that, aB Mr. 
Tilden never saw a piece of porphyry rock 
on Siwash creek, for never waB there a 
stronger, solider and more reliablo metam- 
orphic formation than in this district. I 
say this in justice to this community, as 
already have wo had too much of this kind 
of work. Think of a man reporting on an 
entiro district in ono day. It ia very easy 
to stand ou some little elovatlon and pro- 
nounco tho mountain opposite a porphyry 
dyke, but it is quito another thing to sub- 
stantiate such an asaortion. I am sorry to 
say, aa a citizen of tho United StateB, that 
we aro to a cortain oxtonb responsible for 
tho report circulated in tho past, but Africa 
experienced the samo thing, and seo whoro 
they aro to day — working rock that only 
assays §1 85 a ton, and paying largo divid- 
ondB to tho stockholders. And this iu to bo 
tho future of British Columbia. Tho 
natural advantages aro much greater than 
thoBO of Africa, and eBpocially tho fact that 
we havo plenty rf wood and wator. Tho 
futuro of Brltif 1, ' Columbia is bright indeed

BRITAIN'S CHARACTER VINDI- 
CA TED. 



Very many people believe that Kngland 
ab one time went to war with China in 
ordor to foroe its Government to admit lid- 
tiali grown opium into ita ports. To very 
many of Her Majesty's subjects, both in 
Groat Britain and the Colonies, this is con- 
sidered an undeniable truth, and Great 
Britain has been inveighed againBt from 
hundreds of pulpits and platforms for the 
iniquitous conduot of its government. 

Well, the reproach is undeserved. Great 
Britain never at any time attempted to 
force opium into China at tho bayonet's 
point or tho cannon's mouth, The London 
Times, in an article which ought to bo read 
carefully by every Briton who has tho repu- 
tation of his country at heart, proves to a 
demonstration that the accusation made, no 
doubt in tho first instance by an onemy of 
Great Britain and the Britiah, and ropoatod 
by thousands of well moaning persons who 
bowailed thu wickodnoas and the greed of 
the rulers of tho nation, is utterly without 
foundation. 

" Last week," says tho Times, " wo 
showed from the unimpecchablo evidonco 
of Dr. Edkina, ono of tho moat learned 
Boholara of our time, and during forty years 
a mlasionary in China, that tho British na- 
tion had nothing whatever to do with tho 
introduction of opium into China. Opium 
was an authorized import into China, and 
was largely grown in China, long boforo tho 
East India Company came inM existence. It 
had been a recognized souroo of revenue in 
the Chineao Customs books for two centuries 
before that Company took tho Bengal ex- 
port of opium into its own hands. Wo 
showod that until 1S22 tho import of opium 
into China had been carried on with tho 
open concurrence of her responsible repre- 
sentatives on the ooaat. From 1822 onwards 
to 1839 it was conducted under oillcial ar- 
rangements made by her representatives. 
In 1837-39 China adopted u hostile atti- 
tude to the 'foreign dovils' of Englishmen ; 
and tho opium import, which was supposed 
to bo tho onuao of draining silver out of 
China, was rigorously prohibited. The 
merchants replied by otl'ering to import no 
moro opium if euch waa tho Imperial will. 
The aurrendor of all opium in their posses- 
8lon was demanded. Our Minister at onoo 
dirooted the aurrotder of all opium in 
British possession, and within 11 days 
20,283 ohests wore handed to tho Chineso 
Commiasionor. Thus promptly was tho 
mattor dealt with on our aido, when once 
tho prohibition was sorioualy declared ; still 
no olaim was mado for compensation. Hie 
opium question was diBpoaed of by ahaoluto 
Bubmiaalon on our part. Ia 1S3H Lord 
Palmerston plainly told the merchants that 
thoy must obey. 1 Hor Majesty's Govern- 
ment,' ho wroto, ' cannot interfere for tho 
purposo of enabling British subjects to vio- 
late tho laws of tho country in whioh they 
trade. Any Iobs, thertforo, whioh tuch per- 
aons autTor in consequence of tho moro 
effectual oxooution of Chinese laws on this 
subjoot must bo borne by the partioa who 
havo brought that losa on thomaolveB by 
their own acta.' This despatch alono suf- 
fices to refute tho chargo that England 
forced opium on China. 

" But it docs not stand alono ; nor did tho 
opium interdict Btand alono in tho aggres- 
sive moasuroa of China. It soon became 
clear thot the opium prohibition merely 
formed ono move in a doliborato policy to 
drivo 1 tho foreign devils ' from tho Chi- 
neso porta. Aftor insulting and Imprisoning 
our envoy, poisoning the water supply and 
perpetrating various fuutaatioal outrages, 
tho Chineao Commiasionor issuod a procla- 
mation, whioh amounted to a doolaratlon of 
war, on Dooombor G, 1839. His wholo policy 
being thus made olear, tho opium waa aftor- 
wards Included in tho oompoasation do- 
manded. In August, 1842, China was re- 
ducod to sign tho troaty of Nankin. That 
troaty contained no stipulation for tho ad- 



mission of opium. The only reference to 
opium in it deals with compensation for the 
opium doliverod in March, 1839, ' as a ran- 
som for tho lives of Her Britannic Majes- 
ty's superintendent and aubjeots who had 
been imprisoned and threatened with death 
by tho Chlncae high officials.' " 

Tho tariff under tho treaty of Nankin, 
we are told, contains no referenco to opium, 
nor doea the supplementary troaty of Octo- 
ber, 1813, contain any stipulation with re- 
gard to opium. Nothing seems to hare 
been dono with regard to tho ding. Its im- 
portation was not legalized, neither was a 
atop put to it, and Sir John Davis, in 1847, 
stated that opium had utterly ceased to be 
a souroo of irritation sinco the war. Not an 
edict waB issued against it and the drug waB 
openly carried about tho Btroots in broad 
day and Bold like any other article. 
Tho Times denominates tho accusation of 
England's foroing opium on China in 1842 • 
43 a myth, The next war with China, in 
1857, had nothing whatover to do with 
opium. Tho story about England's going 
to war with China becauBO the Chineao would 
not allow opium from India to be imported 
into their country ia like a hundred other 
historical myths. Ib has beon repeated 
bo often by men who had nob taken 
tho trouble to inquiro into tho faots of tho 
dispute with China that it camo to bo bo- 
llaved that it was the undoubtod truth. 
And whon tho truth ia told at last tho bo- 
lievors in the etory are incredulous. We 
vonture to say that peoplo BuppoBed to be 
good and having bho host intentions will go 
on repeating this hiBtorioal lio as boldly and 
aa confidently aa if ita basoleaaneas and ita 
fulaity had not boon oxpoaed. It is roally 
astonishing to obaervo how littlo weight 
persona who have a hobby to ride or a fad 
to recommend to the publlo attach to tho 
strongest evidence and to the plainest and 
best authenticated faots. Lovers of truth, 
however, should, as often as they hear this 
opium atory repeated to Great Britain's dls 
crodit, promptly contradiot it. It should 
be no longer permitted to pass current un 
questioned. It ia not true and it should not 
bo pormittod to circulate as truth. The man 
who aftor this retails it, no matter how high 
a position ho may hold or how sacred hia 
calling, should be promptly told that it ia a 
"myth," or in more forcible English " a 
lio." 



NEW ZEALAND'S LAND POLICY. 



has passed, and the bettor buuiness itself haa 
come. Ib has como in the ehapo of heavier 
railway traffic, of expanding bank note cir- 
culation, of rising priooa of staple commodi- 
ties, of increasing clearing houao roturns, 
of larger iniporta of foreign merchandise, of 
a growing output of domeatic manufactures 
and products, of a declino in tho onrobsr of 
insolvencies. Any ono of these fuctois 
might excite belief thab the commercial 
dullnoaB cf tho lust yoar or bwo waa drawing 
to a close, but whon all occur simultaneously 
the conclusion that tho upwaid course 
has again bBon entered upon is 
not strained. Take as an example the 
facts supplied by last week. The returns of 
British und foreign trade during the month 
of Moy Bhow an increase of imports of 
£020,000 sterling and an inoreaBO of ox 
ports of £800,000 atorling as comparod with 
tho corresponding period last year. The 
gain ia oonslderablo in itsolf, but better than 
that it ia unusual, a welcome change from a 
long series of doclining returns. In tho 
Unitod States, aooording to Oun & Co., the 
tido of bualnoss is rising, ovon aa ib waa fall- 
ing tho paab bwo yearn ago, with surprising 
rapidity." Our Montreal contemporary keeps 
up thia cheerful atrain to tho oloae of a long 
article. 

The most dosponding muat be encour- 
aged by theso cheorful accounts coming from 
all quarters und from both parties. At 
homo, too, tho business proapeot Ib brigthen- 
ing. Tho acoounta from tho different min- 
ing contrea alono show that there la a good 
time coming for British Columbia, and if 
timeB got bettor in tho East and in tho South 
the wavo of prosperity must in tho nature 
of things reach this ooact and thia province. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Cheat intoroat ia now taken in British 
Columbia by our fellow-subjoota in tho EaBt. 
Thoy aro boginning to be convincod that 
what thoy havo heard of tho mineral woalth 
of tho provinco ia within the truth. We ano 
by tho Montreal Gt.zotto that Sir William 
Van Home has had a good word to say 
about tho reaourcoa of Cariboo and Kooto 
nay, Our oonviation is that tho half has 
not yet beon told. British Columbia is 
riohor in minerals than haa hitherto been 
supposed, und in hor deep sea fisheries she 
has a greater and oven a more certain 
source of woalth than in her mountains and 
gulches. 



Ib is said that tho peoplo of Now Zealand 
havo adopted Henry George's system, and 
that siijglo tax has made great progress in 
that colony. The prlnoiple on whioh 
George's syatom la based ia tho abolition of 
tho privato ownorship of land. The land ia 
to be taken from thoso who at the time 
claim to own it, without compensation to 
tho extent of a single cent. It followa that 
undor tho Goorgian system tho Government 
oould not Boll land. Those who cultivato It 
or use it in any other way must pay the 
single tax to tho Government ob long as they 
hold it, but it cannot by any possibility bo- 
como thoir property. Tho Govornmenb of 
New Zealand buys land from its owners 
and it sells lb again to bona fide 
settlers and cultivator^ 80 thab ita land 
system is not that of Honry Goorgo. It 
buys land and it Bella land, consequently its 
land tenure ia not communistic. 

The Hon. J. G. Ward, tho Troaeuror of 
tho colony, whon in England lately mado 
this clear. In an address which he doliv- 
erod beforo tho Royal Colonial Instituto, ho 
waa careful to uBBuro hij hoarcra that the 
confiscation of land was no part of the policy 
of the Government of isow /.ualand. Aftor 
tolling his hearers thab the Customs revenue 
of New Zealand amounted to $8,000,000, 
and thab tho revenue derived from land and 
inoomo tax togother was §1,900,000, he went 
on to say : 

At any rato I wish to toll you this : tho 
Ministry of tho country have never said to 
any man that he must hand over his estato 
at a particular prico to tho Govornmenb. 
Tho Idea does exist in tho minis 
of Borne people that undor pressure 
or force thia can bo done by the Govornmenb. 
I toll you in thia ninotoenth century no gov- 
ernment in our country could attompt to do 
such a thing. If they attempted to force 
poople to hand over what bolongs to them 
against their hotter judgment and at prlceB 
not satisfactory to them no government 
would bo able to continue in oiiioo in Now 
Zjaland, democratic as it is said to bo, for 
vory long. 

Iu another part of his addross ho ex- 
plained : " Tho cardinal principlo of taxa- 
tion In tho colony ia that peoplo should pay 
In proportion to thoir means." Thia is not 
tho prinoiplo of eingle tux nor anything liko 
It. It ia possiblo that tho ainglo tax system 
may aomo duy bo adoptod by tho Govern- 
ment of Now Zealand, but they havo not 
yot adoptod it, and, according to tho Trea 
auror of tho Colony, thoy aro not likely 
Boon to do bo.

Prosperity la roturnlng to our 
boat customers. In 189-t our total foreign 
trado waa $230,618,932, and of this 3107, 
256,123 Ib pub down to Great Britain, und 
$88,844,000 to tho Cnited States. What 
ever affocts tho prosperity of theso two 
countries, in whioh wo find tho principal 
markota for our produots, must affect Can- 
ada. Iu both theBO avo signa of a rovivul of 
business, and in tho United States tho 1m 
provomont is oxtonBlvo and widespread." 

The Montreal Gazette Is equally ohoorful 
and hopeful. Ib aaya : "Tho algna of re 
vivlng brado multiply with tho rovolving 
weeks, and the ovidencoa of permanency In 
the roouporation aro becoming moro and 
moro numerous. Tho poriod of moro antici- 
pation of bettor business In tho near future

Cannot Accept the Responsibility of 
Carrying Into Effect the 
Remedial Order. 



Attorney General Sll'tou Submits to 
the Legislature the Government's 
School Policy. 



The following la tho reply of the govern- 
ment of the province of Manitoba to the 
remedial order of the Dominion government 
respecting sepurato schools, as coniuinod in 
a notico of moLion Bubmittod to the legisla- 
ture by Attornoy-Gonoral Sifton. 

Tho reply is in tho form of a memorial 
addressed to His Excellency the Governor- 
General of Canada in council. It first re- 
cites the remedial ordor and thon submits 
the following : 

" Tho privileges which by tho said order 
we aro commanded to restore to our Roman 
Catholic fellow oitlzons aro substantially the 
same privileges which tboy enjoyed pre- 
viously to the year 1890. Compliance with 
tho terms of the order wouid rostoro Catho- 
lic separate Bohools with no more satisfac- 
tory guarantees for their effioienoy than ex- 
istod prior to tho said dato. 

" Tho educational policy embodied in our 
present statutes was adopted after an exam- 
ination of the results of tho policy thereto- 
fore followad, under which tho separate 
Roman Catholic schools (cow sought to be 
restored) had existod for a period of up- 
wards of nineteen yeara. Tho said 
schools were found to bo inelliciont. As 
conducted under tho Roman Catholic 
soctiou of tho board of education thoy 
did not possess tho attributes of elliclent 
modern public schools. Their conduct, 
management and regulation wore defective. 
As a result of leaving u largo section of the 
population with no bettor means of educa- 
tion than was thus supplied, many pooplo 
grow up in a state of illiteracy. So far us 
we are aware there has never been an at- 
tempt made to defend theso schools on thoir 
merits, and we do not know of any ground 
upon which the oxponditure of public money 
in thuir support could bo justified. 

" We are, therefore, compelled to re- 
spectfully state to Your Kxcollency in-aoun- 
cil that we cannot accept tho responsibility 
of carrying into eiToot the terms of the 
remedial order. 

" Objections upon principle may be taken 
to any modification of our educational sta- 
tutes which would result in tho establishment 
of one or more setB of aoparate schoolB. 
Apart, however, from tho objections upon 
principle, thoro are serious objections from 
a practical educational standpoint. Some 
of these objections may be briefly indi- 
cated : 

" We labor undor great difficulties In 
maintaining an elliclent Byatem of primary 
education. The school taxea bear heavily 
upon our pooplo. Tho largo amount of land 
which is free from school taxes and the great 
oxtent of country over which our amall pop- 
ulation is scattered pretmut obstacles to effi- 
ciency and progress. The reforms efftjoted 
in 1S90 have givon an impetus to educa- 
tional work, bat the difficulties which are 
inherent in our circumstances havo con- 
stantly to be met. It will be obvious that 
the establishment of a set of Roman Catholic 
schools followed by a set of Anglican schools 
and possibly Mennonite, Icelandic and other 
achools would so impair our present system 
that any approach to even our present gen- 
eral standard of efficiency would be quite 
Impossible. We contemplate the inaugura- 
tion of such a stato of affairs with very 
grave appr<?hoimnn. We have no hesita- 
tion in saying that there cannot bo sug- 
gested any measure which to our minds 
would more seriously imperil the develop- 
ment of our province. 

" We believo that when the remedial 
order was made, there waB not then avail- 
able to Your Excellency in council full and 
accurate information ua to tho working of 
our former ayBtom of achools. Wo also 
believo that there was lacking tho moans of 
forming a correct judgment aB to the effect 
upon the province of tho changea indicated 
in tho order. 

" Being impresaod with this viow, we 
respectfully submit that it ia not yet too 
late to make a full and deliberate investiga- 
tion of the whole subjoct. Should suoh a 
course be adopted wo shall cheorfully assist 
in offering the moBt complete information 
available. An investigation of sued a kind 
would furnish a substantial basis of 
fact upon which conclusions could be 
formed with a reasonable degree of cer- 
tainty, 

" It is urged most strongly that upon so 
important a matter, involving as it does tho 
religious feelings and convictions of different 
classes of tho people in Canada and the edu- 
cational interesta of a province which is ex 
pocted to becomo one of tho moat important 
in the Dominion, no hasty action should bo 
taken, hut that on the contrary the greatest 
care and deliberation should bo exercised 
and a full and thorough investigation made. 

" While we do not think it proper to en- 
ter upou a legal argumont in this memo: ill, 
wo deem it our duty to briefly call attention 
to some of tho legal and constitutional diffi- 
culties which surround tho case. It is held 
by some authorities that any action taken 
by tho parliament of Canada upon tho sub 
joct will be irrevocable. While this opinion 
may or may not bo hold to he sound, it is in 
our judgment only necessary to point out 
that t hare aro substantial grounds for on- 
tortainitig such an opinion In order to em- 
phasize tho necessity for acquiring a most 
ample knowledge of tho facta before any 
suggestion of parliamentary action is made. 

" It will be admittod that tho two essen- 
tials of any effective and substantial restora- 
tion < f Roman Catholic privilecos are : 

" (1 ) Tho right to lovy aohool taxes. 

" ('J) Tho right to participate in tho legis- 
lative school grant. 

" Without theso privileges tho separate 
achoola cannot bo properly carried on, and 
without thorn, thoroforo, any professed 
restoration of privileges would bo illusory. 

" It may be held that tho power to collect 
taxes for Bchool purposes conferred upon 
school boards by our former educational 
statutes waB conforred by virtuo of tho pro- 
visions of sub-section (2) of Bection d'2 of tho 
Hritisb North American Act, and not by 
virtuo of the provisions of Bection 22 of the 
Manitoba Act. If this viow be well found- 
ed, then that portion of tho act of 18!)0 
which abolished tho said right to collect 
taxes ia not subject to appeal to Your ICx- 
colleucy in Council, and the remedial order 
und any subsequent legislative act of tho 
parliament of Canada (in ao far aB thoy may 
purport co rostoro tho said right) will bo 
ultra vires. 

" Ab to tho legislative grant, wo hold that 
it is entirely within tho control of tho legis- 
lature of tho provinco, and that no part of 
tho public funds of tho provinco oould bo 
made availablo for tho support of separate 
schools withoub tho voluntary aotion of tho 
legislature. Ib would appear, therofore, 
that any action of tho parliament of Canada 
looking to tho restoration of Roman Catho- 
lic privileges must, to bo of real and sub- 
stantial benefit, bo supplemented by the 



voluntary aotion of the provincial legisla- 
ture. 

" If thia be the case, nothing could bo 
moro unfortunate from the standpoint of the 
Roman Catholic people themselves than any 
hasty or peremptory aotion on the parb of 
bhi parllamtnt of Canado, booauBO auch ac- 
tion would probably produce strained rela- 
tione and tend to prevenb the possibility of 
restoring harmony. 

" We respectfully BuggoBt to Your Excel- 
lonoy in council that all of the above onsid 
orations oall most strongly for full and care- 
ful deliberation, and for such a aoursoof ao 
tion us will avoid irritating complications. 
We doem ib proper also to call attention to 
the fact that It is only a fow months since 
tho latest decision upon tho subject was 
given by tho judicial committee of the privy 
council. Previously to that time a majurity 
of tho mombors of the legislative assembly 
of Manitoba had either expressly or implied 
ly given pledges to their constituents, which 
they feel in honor bound loyally to fulfil. 

" Wo understand that ib haa boon latoly 
auggestod that private funds of tho Roman 
Catholic Church and pooplo had been invest- 
ed in Bchool buildings and land that aro now 
appropriated for public school purposos. No 
evidouco of bUOQ fact has over been laid Oh- 
foro ua so far ua wo can ascertain, but we 
profess oursolvos willing if any suoh Injun 
tics can be established, to make full and 
fair compensation therefor. 

"In conclusion, wo beg reBpectfully toplaoo 
on reoord our continued loyalty to Her 
Gracious MajeBty and to tho laws which the 
parliament of Great Britain has in its wis- 
dom seon fit to onact for tho good govern- 
ment of Canada." 



BIMETALLISM. 



To tiik Editor :— The Goneral Manager 
of tho Bank of Montroal in dealing with tho 
curronoy question designates bimutalllsta as 
a '• crop ot cranks and quuckB armod with 
special nostrums, etc." Ho then goes on to 
say that aa tho bank is a largo lender in the 
United States — that ia to say a creditor— it 
would like to boo tho present uncertainty on 
the silver question removod. No doubt it 
would, and so would ull tho large holders of 
gold, provided it was in favor of gold 
monometallism — but how about tho dobtors 

Tho gold owners look with tho groatoBt 
equanimity upon tho appreciation of gold 
which benefits thorn at the expense of the 
dobtor ; but thoy are perfectly shooked and 
horrified at anybody suggesting for a mo- 
ment that they should be deprived of the 
vantage ground which they havo unjustly 
gained, and that gold should bo brought 
down to ItB normal value by means tf bi- 
metallism and debtors reinstated to the 
poaition they wore in when thoy incurred 
thoir debts. 

It would 1)3 just as reasonable to expect 
Bill SykeB to write an articlo in favor of the 
law of meum and tuum as to expect a bank 
managor to write an articlo in favor of bi- 
metallism. 

Let tho publlo aak itself who compose this 
"crop of cranks and quacks armed with 
special nostrums, etc." ? 

First and foremost we havo Mr. Balfour, 
Mr. Gosohen, Mr. Hicks Glbbs, ex-govornor 
of the Bunk of England, and several other 
ox-governors of that bank, nearly all tho 
professors of political oaonomy in the world 
and a host of other renowned and clever 
men. Surely those men are just as likely to 
be right in thoir opinions as tho Gonoral 
Manager of the Bank of Montroal, especially 
as thoy aro not directly interested partios, 
But ibmay be observed that in all the writ- 
ings of gold mnnometalliBts their chief wea- 
pon is vituperation not argument. 

The General Manager goos on to stato : 
" I am glad to Bes that uotivo and organized 
efforta aro being mado at last to Btom tho 
rising tide (bimetallism), and I have no 
doubt thoy wiil be entiroly succoseful. 
These offortB aro forcibly assisted by the 
continued increaao in gold production and 
the atoady riao in staples without a corre- 
sponding rise in silvor, refuting somo of tho 
chiof thooriea and atatomenta of tho Bilver 
men." 

Surely tho manager must havo been 
laughing in hiB Bloevo when ho ponnod that 
etatement ? How dooa it refute somo of tho 
ohlof theories of tho Bilver men ? Tho in- 
creaaed gold production, the only present 
meaauro of value, would naturally croato a 
riso in staples gonorally, but the demand for 
tho ataple silver haa boeu ao reducod by its 
demonetization that it does not rise pro 
portionatoly with other ataplee for which 
thore ia a greater demand. 

Tho theory of bimotallists la that a largo 
volume of metalllo money ia necoasury for 
healthy trade, and makeB prices rise. Tho 
increase in tho volume of gold, and cor- 
responding riao in priceB, has corroborated 
that thoory, and if Bilver wore added to gold 
as monoy there would bo still further trade 
development. 

The enormous increase in the annual pro- 
ducts of gold ia helping in a Bmall way to 
mitigate tho ovila of gold monomotalliBm, 
and wo may bo truly thankful for tho in- 
crease, but wo cannot expect it to last for 
moro than a few yoarB. Wo havo had a 
similar increaso in former periods, but it 
did not last. Moreover we muat remember 
that tho demand for gold for tho arts and 
sciences is now ao great that only a small 
proportion of the annual product ie con- 
verted into coin. Ia ISQO thoro were 
$17,287,500 of gold bullion sent into India, 
out of which only $750,000 was uaed aa 
money; tho remainder was all absorbed for 
trinkots, etc., otc, 

But a fundamental portion of tho bimetal- 
lic argumont ia that the control of tho 
volume of monoy should bo in tho hands of 
tho peoplo and not in the bands of the stato 
or any corporation or individual. Tho abso- 
lute nooosaity 'or thia iu order to escapo 
bondago cu.u ousily bo made apparent. 

It Ib undoniahlo that any man or corpora- 
tion who might bo able to control priors 
would wield a despotic power over his fol- 
low men. 1'rlcoB aro controlled by the 
volume of metallic money, other things 
being equal. If tho pooplo haa tho right to 
froo coiuago it also has the control of the 
volume of metallic monoy limited by tho 
production of tho material oub of which 
money ia mado. 

Therefore uoy attempt to givo to corpora- 
tions tho control i f the volumo of metallic 
money nuah as is now being agitated in iho 
United Stato* in favor of banks should ho 
resistod to tho very utmost as an encroach- 
ment upon tho rights of tho peoplo.

WONDERFUL GOLD LEAF. 



How It X* Mauufnctured mid Somo of Its 
Peculiarities. 

The process by which gold is made 
into thin leaves is culled golu beating. 
As yet the u.so of machinery for this 
purpose is very limited, nearly all gold 
leaf being beaten by hand. 

First the gold is cast into oblong in- 
gots about three-fourths of an inch in 
width, and weighing two ounces each. 
Theso ingots aro passed between pol- 
ished steel rollers and flattened out into 
ribbons of about an eight-hundredth of 
an inch in thickness. Tho ribbons aro 
softened by beat and cat into pieces an 
inch square. 

One hundred and fifty of theso pieces 
aro placed between vellum leaves, ono 
pieco above another, and the en t iro pile 
is inclosed in a doublo parchment case 
and beaten with a 10 pound hammer 
until the inch pieces aro extended to 4 
inch squares. They aro then taken from 
the case, and each square is cut into 
four pieces. Tho pieces thus obtained 
aro then placed between gold boater's 
skin — a delicate membrane prepared 
from the large intestine of the ox — mado 
into piles, inclosed in a parchment caso 
and again beaten, but with a hummer of 
lighter weight. 

Still tho leaves aro not thin enough, 
and once more each leaf is cut into four 
pieces and again beaten. This last quar- 
tering and beating produces 2,400 leaves, 
and the thickness of each leaf is about 
ouo two-hundrod-thousandths of an inch. 
Gold is so malleable that it is possible 
to obtain a still greater degree of thin- 
ness, but not profitably. 

These thin leaves are taken up with 
wood pinchers, placed on a cushion, 
blown out flat and carefully cut into 
squares 8^4 inches in si/.c. The squares 
are placed between the leaves of paper 
books, which havo previously been rub- 
bed with red chalk to prevent adhesions 
of the gold, eaeli paper book containing 
25 squares or leaves of gold, and in this 
form the loaf is sold, not by weight, but 
by a superficial measure. — Philadelphia 
Times. 

WHY DOGS BARK. 

A Writer Affords an Explanation as Given 
to Him by 1111 Indian. 

In writing of the native dogs of Cen- 
tral America, Frederick Boylo brings 
forward a theory as to how dogs form 
the habit of barking. He was discussing 
with au old resident of the country 
somo traits of the coyoto, as tho na- 
tive wolf is called, but which moro near- 
ly resembles the dog. 

Dogs will never go wild so long as 
thoy can find a master to servo, and 
moro especially trained dogs. Tho coyoto 
never barks, and only gallops when pur- 
sued. 

"Why don't theso coyotes bark like 
other . dogs?" I asked ail old Indian, 
pointing to ouo I was trying to reclaim. 
"And why do they only howl and tho 
pups grunt?" 

His answer was, "Ho won't learn." 

"Not learn?" said L "What do you 
mean?" 

"No, " ho replied, "not learn, for if 
ho wero of an honest breed ho would 
bark, to try to imitate his master, or, 
at nil events, tho other dogs, but all 
barking proceeds from (logs imitating 
thoir master's shout. Tho master shouts 
to drive in cattle to the corral, and tin- 
dog barks also. In fact, tho dog imitates 
his master when he barks; ho tries to 
speak, but cannot. " 

I givo this curious observation as the 
only attempt I ever heard to account for 
the barking of our tame dogs. No wild 
breeds make any noise oxcept howling 
and snarling, nor, under tho best cir- 
cumstances, will they learn to bark un- 
til tho third or fourth generation. — 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 

' Glass Houses. 

There were whole streots in Tyro en- 
tirely occupied by glass works, and it is 
stated that the first glass houses wero 
erected in Tyre. Tho glass houses of 
Alexandria were highly celobrated for 
tho ingenuity and skill of thoir work- 
men and tho extent of thoir manufac- 
tures. 

Layard, in writing about his discov- 
eries among the ruins of Nineveh and 
Babylon, says: "In one chamber wero 
found two entire glass bowls, with frag- 
ments of others. These bowls aro prob- 
ably of the same period as the small 
bottle found in the ruins of tho north - 
west palace during tho previous excava- 
tions, and now in the British museum. 
On this highly interesting relic is the 
name of Sargou, with his title of king 
of Assyria, iu cuneiform characters, and 
the figure of n lion. Wo are, therefore, 
able to lix its dato to tho latter part of 
the seventh century li. ('. It is conse- 
quently the most ancient known speci- 
men of transparent glass." — Boston 
Herald.

A SINFUL WASTE. 

Good Food Allowed to Decay a Featun 
American Households. 

Thero are few households in tho land 
but havo a periodical recrudescence of 
economy in tho matter of fowl supply. 
A big grocer's or butcher's bill imme- 
diately suggests that thero should be 
BOmo economy practiced "somewhere. " 

The present activity in the field of 
diotetics should spread valuable knowl- 
edge into every kitchen. It is already 
showing benefits in tho matter of nutri- 
tious food versus medicine. 

Housewives do not always realize that 
thoy havo :t prominent part to play in 
this grave, question of tho day, the "dis- 
posal of garbage. " That responsibility 
lies within the domestic threshold, and 
to consign tho collection of waste to the 
scavenger is not the limit of her power 
nor a self satisfying conclusion. What site 
consigns does not concern her, and this 
''bote noir" found in every part of the 
land, a subject fraught with almost iu- 
surmountable difficulties to those whose 
business it is to find a healthful and 
quick disposal of garbage is far more 
tho business of the housekeeper than she 
is willing to acknowledge. We must go 
back of the garbage can to find the cause. 
American extravagance is proverbial the 
world over. We provide with a lavish 
hand. Unskilled and indifferent help 
waste accordingly. Expenditure for fond 
in a large percent age of the middle and 
lower classes is estimated to take very 
often fully three-fourths of the income. 
Actual consumption and benefit derived 
from quantity supplied is notably small 
in the wealthier families. 

Convincing proof is found in the. over- 
flowing garbage can. Lack of robust nc.-s 
among a certain class and tho amount 
of debility afflicting a majority of peo- 
ple prove to Investigators a want of 
proper nutriment to build up tho over- 
wrought body, which must endure some- 
how the strain and stress of American 
lifo and climate. 

The unintelligent methods of poor 
servants, unskilled in handling food, is 
one cause of the effect. It, is considered 
their prerogative to waste what does not 
suit their fancy. ' ' Leavings" which may 
be tho best portions from the mistresses' 
tablo are not palatable to (heir taste, and 
so good material is speedily hidden from 
sight, more is called for, and a haphazard 
supply to keep Bridget good natured 
furnishes her with an abundance to 
overflow ash cans, clog pipes, choke 
traps, fill cesspools, draw vermin and 
off er culture as a medium for tho ubiqui- 
tous microbe. Noxious odors offend nos- 
trils and dangerous effluvia jeopardize 
health and obstruct sanitary measures. 

It is just this wasto in tho world that 
has been tho cause- of plagues, pesti- 
lences and diseases. It is wasted time, 
strength, money, happiness and, too of- 
ten, lifo. — Baltimore American.

AlarmB from box 61 kept tho firomon buBy 
from Sunday afternoon until an early hour 
yoetorday morning. Throo calla were 
Eouuded, all within the apaco of a few 
hours, the fire in each caso boing in tho sumo 
building, an old framo structure on Storo 
street, formerly used for hotel purposes and 
adjoining tho now Astrloo or Telegraph 
hotel. Tno ground 11 lor is at present ocou ■ 
pied by Mr. Jonathan ilerrilield as a general 
store, whilo tho rear furnished living rooms 
for the family. The seeind Btory id used by 
the hotel peoplo as lodging rooma for their 
omployss, 

Oo Sunday afternoon at about 4:,'i0 o'clock, 
C Johnson, porter at tho hotol, happenod to 
be out iu tho baok yard and noticed u strong 
smell o' coal oil, but gave tho matter no 
pirtieular thought ; abont an hour later ho 
was out ugiiu, and this time saw smoke com- 
ing out of the building. Ho ran to tho 
baok window and called to tho inmates, but 
receiving no responso hurried to box 01 and 
sounded an alarm at 5:20. 

The brigade arrived quickly and forcing 
tho door Boon located tho firo on the floor 
noar tho end of tho counter. Tho place was 
full of emoko. Tho firo had started noar a 
pile of Backs containing beans, and these 
had soon caught fire and the boans fall- 
ing upon tho firo had served to 
(•mother it and prevent ita rapid spread. A 
tank mtainiug about five gallons of ooul oil 
had been tipped over and tho contontB had 
ppread over a large space on tho floor. At 
the timo tho Merrifield family were away, 
at il on their return wore carefully ques- 
tioned couoerning tho mattor, but their 
answers threw no light on tho case. 

Mr. Merrifield a<nd that ubout !?'J 50 was 
misting from tho till, and that four dczon 
silver riuga had alec disappeared. A pane 
of glaos iu the h,ick door, lending Into tho 
yurd, had been broken and the door un- 
locked. 

At S o'clock, tho fire boing extinguished, 
i ho Chief withdrew his men, At 
S:45 Mr. JohnBnn, tho portor, was 
again passing tho Btore, thiB 
time on tho hotel bua, and an he bokod in 
saw a large blaze; he quickly drove to the 
box and again pulled an alarm. The firemen 
were quick in their response and soon were 
working on familiar ground. This time tho 
fire was behind tho counter, in a largo pi!o 
of paper bags, antl not far from the first 
blaze. The chemical soon did its work, and 
the fire waa quickly under control. 

Tho affair had now assumed a auapteiouo 
aspeot, and a hurried consultation was held 
between Chief Sheppard and Chief DeaBy, 
the result boing that a detail of police- 
men and firemen wore put to watch 
tho building. At 1:30 Chief DeaBy and 
Detective Perdue were looking through the 
window and discovered a third fire. Tho 
same box was pulled and tho department 
ugaiu responded, and on forcing the door 
located the bluzo near tho front door under 
tho oountor. This was quickly put out. 
Mr. Moriifield says that about two o'olook 
yestorday morning ho discovered a fourth 
fire in a pile of paper bags, but thla state- 
ment Is not crodlted by tho watohers. At 
five o'clock the insurance peoplo arrived 
and tho firemen and policemen loft. The 
<1 image was found to bo Bmall, and waa 
placed at $100, wnich was paid Hall, Goo- 
pel & Co. and R S. Day, tho agents cf the 
companies intoreatod. Merrifield had in- 
surance to tho amount of $1,800 on his atock 
and fumirure, and thero was $1,500 on tho 
building and $750 on tho furniture of the 
1 ulging rooma upstairs. These policies woro 
cancelled yesterday an tho risk waa not con- 
s dored good. Chief Dsaay will have an in- 
via Jgation to day.

Crowds of 
excursionists will visit the city irom Nanai- 
mo, Vancouver, Westminster, Port Town- 
Bond, Seattle, Tacoma and Portland, bb a 
lively iutereBt ia taken by tho cities named 
in the ohancea for success of the compoting 
crews. Victoria has u roputation to main- 
tain in tho way of hospitablo entertainment 
of vlaitorB, and it goes without saying, that 
tho sltizenB generally will auaist in making 
tho city put on ita beat appsarauoo bo that 
tho visitors may carry uway most pleasant 
olleotions of the charming environments 
and 6uenic delightB of British Columbia's 
pital. 

Tho North Pacific Association of Amateur 
Caramel! was organized in 1890. From its 
inception it has mado stoady progress, all its 
annual regattas being liberally patrouizad ; 
and it will nDt ho long before tlleio regattas 
ill excite as much enthusiasm and general 
interest as those of the Canadian and 
National associations. Tho first regatta of 
tho North Pacific association waa hold at 
Portland in 1891, and waa won by Portland; 
tho second, in Vancouvor, was also won by 
Portland, under protest ; the third waa 
hold iu Portland, >>,nd waa won by Vancou- 
ver ; and the fourth, in Seattlo last yoar, 
won for tho third timo by Portland. 
The association now comprlBea the Jamea 
B»y Athletic AaBociation of Victoria, Port- 
land and Willamette Rowing clubs of Port- 
land, Vancouvor Roathig Club and Burrard 
Iniet Rowing Club. 

Tho Jamas Bay Aeaoolation, though hav- 
ing a largo membership, has not been In a 
position to compete with the other oluba on 
account of not poBaosBiiig a suitable shell. 
Suoh a craft was, however, ordered last 
year from Eogland, but arrived too late to 
allow Viotorla to be represented at the 
Seattle regatta. This yoar tho looal aquatic 
association will leave nothing undouo to 
bring Victoria to tho foro. Sullivan (stroke), 
Scott {'.i), Jones (2), and Wateon (bow), com- 
poeo tno senior crow, and anyone conversant 
with the individual records of theso clever 
oarsmen will not bo venturing a very over- 
confident assertion in saying that the visit- 
ing fours will havu " no picnic " with the J. 
I?. A. A. ebell. Tho local eenlor crew aver- 
ages about 105 pounds in rowing condition. 
Thoy aro cxereibing regularly, taking two 
spina around the harbor cures each day, 
and will, no doubt, enter tho raooi in 
tho pink of condition, as Sullivan 
aud Scott have had much experiouou 
in preliminary work and will guard against 
over-training. One great udvantugo of the 
seniors lies in tho faot that thoy appoar to 
bo splendidly balancod, and tho rolative 
placea in the boat could hardly be improved 
upon. The stroko of tho eeniorB, as ob- 
served in practice, is Inclined to bo fast, 
without arjy appoaranco of jorktnoss or 
hurry, The reaoh iB good and long, tho fin- 
ish cloan and tho recovery quick, the stroke 
In ita ontirety giving the impretalon of 
grace, nimbloness and strength. 

The junior crow is made up of T. C. 
Boulton (stroke), T. F. Geiger (3), J. W. 
Wilaon (2), und G. Watson (bow) Tho 
juniors have only boon practising about a 
week, though tho members of tho crow havo 
been rowing all season, and consequently 
aro only called upon to do juat enougti work 
to keep in form. 

Tho juniors have many admirors who con 
tidently predict that they will have no 
difficulty in making space botwoen their 
own boat and those of their contestants 
Much depouds upon the manner in which 
tho various crows are boated, and though 
the J.B. A. A. sholl iB roputed to bo of the 
latest design and mako, some of tho visiting 
crews may bring shells more suitably rigged 
and hotter fitted for speed. 

Tho J. B. A. A. will not likely placo any 
cntrioB in tho single scull events. This iB to 
bo much rsgrottod, for with suoh men 
Scott and Aden to compoto for tho senior 
and junior singles, Vioti ria would have 
groat chinceB of demnnstra ing local oqualio 
prowesB. Tho club doca not possess scull

ing shells, and it will be difficult to procure 
suitable oucb In timo for the coming regatta. 

Both senior and junior crcwB have been 
receiving instruction from J, Seehy. The 
J.B A. A. have been very fortuuato indeed 
in having Buoh an excellent coaoh, as Mr. 
Seeley has been identified with tho rowing 
cluba of Victoria for many years. Be- 
sides boing an careman of merit, ho la con- 
versant with tho various styles of rowing in 
voguo on this oontinont ami in England. 
He has provailed upon tho seniors and 
juniors to adopt what is termed tho " pro- 
fessional style," which Ib a Blight departuro 
from the methods most favored in the post. 
1 ho "professional" consists in a slight 
beudlng of the ahouldors when " reaching," 
the arms, however, boing straight, and 
there boing a tondenoy to the vortical at the 
finish. The advantage consists in a firmer 
grip, and It is also claimed that more power 
can be put into tho stroke by the omploy- 
mont of this method. 

It has not been deoided yet whether tho 
four-oared events will be rowod in beats or 
not. If each raco be deoided without hoats, 
thero will bo six crows at tho starting line. 
With suoh a number of crows it would be 
far better to have preliminary contests, as 
thore would bo leBS danger of fouls, and tho 
finals would work up much more enthusiasm 
among tho spectators, as they would havo 
had an opportunity of comparing the rela- 
tive morlts of the winnors of the preliminary 
heats. 

Bosides the four-oared anei Bingle sculling 
contosta, tho programme will likely provide 
for the ueuul features of a general regatta. 
It is expected that tho naval ships will also 
take part, and their assistance cannot bo 
valued toe highly in rendering the rogatta a 
pronounced success. 

Tho course will bo ono and a half miles 
straightaway, tho start boing from tho west- 
ern extremity und tho finish at tho eastern 
end of tho harbor. From a BpootatorB' 
point of view the course will be an ideal ono, 
tho races can be obBorved from Btart to 
finish. The selection of Eequlmalt will do 
much to dispol tho impression that Vic- 
toria is handicapped in the mattor of ro- 
gattus by being confined to the harbor and 
Gorgo courses. E quiinalt, with its pic- 
turesque surroundings, Its many vantago 
points for spectators, and tho ships of tho 
North Pacifio equadrou riding at anchor in 
tho harbor, should prove an advantage that, 
with proper advertising, should attraot 
many visitors. 

Victoria has always been roprenented by 
splendid crews in provincial regattas, and 
has novor Buocumbod to sistor cities when- 
ever rowing with equal advantag?3 and not 
handicapped by inforior boats. The aseociu 
tion rogatta will give rowing a great im- 
potus in thiB city, and whilst tho city's re- 
presentative oarsmen havo oarriod off honors 
on many occasions, thoro is evory reason to 
expoat that Victoria's position in the 
association's regattas of the future will bo 
an enviable ono and in keeping with the 
athletic status and reputation of the city. 
The Jamea Bay Athlotic Association, 
through its spring and full club regattas, haB 
beon tho moans of maintaining an interest in 
rowing, and its members can be rolled upon 
to do everything calculated to make tho 
firBt regatta of the North Pacific Association 
hold in Viotoria an unqualified success. To- 
night a gonoral meeting of tho Bays will, hs 
held to farther tho regatta preparations.
